Our own columns bear most ample wit- 
ness to the zeal with which we have és- 
poused the cause of the library, and we 
are gratified to know that our commenda- 
tions at its claims have contributed some 
what to its suecess. We have succeeded 
in getting the iron hot Wehave kept the 
subject. so, constantly before the public 
that our articles have at last attracted 
attention. Notably so in the case of our 
jeading article of the 28th of June, That 
article has had the good fortune to be con- 
siderably talked about. By most it has 
been well received; by a few it has been 
condemned as impolitic; and calcalated 
to harm the cause it was designed to serve. 
We have been fold that we ought not to 
find tault with the public for its remissness 
in the matter of hbraries; that in writing 
ot the present attempt we have. divulged 
too freely the difficulties. and obstacles 
that have beset its progress; that, in short, 
our remarks have not been sufficiently 
spurious. or rose-colored, Our reply to 
this remonstrance is a short one. When 
all is well, no one will be more prompt 
and happy to say so than we. Till then, 
however, we must be permitted to speak 
the truth, as much of it, and in such spirit 
and form as we think best. For the rest, 
it is neither decent nor honest to humbug 
the public, it is contemptible to flatter it, 
and it is in the last degree unworthy o 
the press to refrain from speaking of 1, 
faults and errors without fear or favor 
and from reprobating them in the 
severest terms, let the consequences 
be what they may. Now, every one 
knows that enterprises similar in character 
to this library movement are not at all 
popular here; that indeed no attempt of 
the kind—and there have been many—has 
ever attained a permanent success among 
us, Furthermore, every educated and 
thoughtfal citizen grieyously deplores so 
miserable a state of feeling, while they 
are well aware that no object ip the nature 
of a popular library can possibly succeed, 
except by fighting its way, inch by inen, 
over a field more closely invested by the 
bosts of Philistia than any other known 
spot. Under these ciscumstances would 
it not be utterly teolish and utterly futile, 
and the worst of charlatanism, to attempt 
to create the impression tbat a hbrary 
had sprung up among us almost epontane~ 
ously meeting with good wishes and abund- 
ant help on every haad, finding 
more helps than hindrances, more zeal 
than indifference, more cause for encour- 
agement and rejoicing than tor depression 
and indignation, more elements of a triendly 
nature than of forces and obstacles to 
overcome? For ourselyes at least, we are 
too sincerely devoted to our new Library 
Association and its merits and claims are 
ot too genume and exalted a character to 
allow us to make it the subject of such 
discreditable misrepresentation. Already 
it is a success, and we are confident that it 
bas a bright future in store; but we know that 
that success has cost a great deal of reso 
lute and persistent endeavor, and that a 
vast deal more will be required before we 
shall behold it a great and flourishing 
institution—the pride and glory ot our 
city, Such it can be made, such we believe it 
will be made, but it is a mighty undertaking. 


“We repeat we shall not resort to the clap- 


trap tricks and devices of quacke, and 
scbewes of smister import. There are 
some subjects too worthy as well as too 
sacred to be tnfled with, and ot such pre- 
eminently is this present effort to educate 
the people of Louisville up to the point of 
bestowing upon themselves, and their 
children after them, the noble gift of a 
grand public library, Meanwhile let those 
of us who are interested in this high pur- 
pose take notice that the public mind is 
beginning to be aroused, and that it be- 
hooves them to strike while the iron is hot,

A Lunatic Commits Saicide. 


John Phillips, a German, about twenty 
five years of sge, was admitted to tbe City 
Hospital last Wednesday. He was insane. 
Lurscy bas become so prevalent that all the 
institutions are crowded to excess. The hos- 
pital isin no wise adupted to receive persoas 
in bis conditiot; but the cily authorities 
having no other place at their disposal, he was 
brought thither and placed in the medical 
ward for males, He wandered round the ward, 
making several attempts to drink out of the 
bottles contaipivg stimulants or medicine for 
the various patients. An epileptic patient, iu 
a cornerof the word, had a pint bottle 
beside him, nearly full of a mixture 
made up accoid'ng to Brown Sequard’s 
celebrated recipe for epilepsy Puillips seize 
the bottle and emptied i: of its contents. The 
result, of course, was fatal. Stimulants aod 
medicise, however, were administered at in- 
tervals without materially stayiog the action 
of tbe poisonous mixture or effecting its re- 
moval, About eleven o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing he becsme comatose. Between five and 
six o’clock iu the evening nis breathing was 
stertorous, while bis pulse beat occasionally 
as often as a hubdred timesaminute. At 
nine o’clock he was dead. 


A Marsbali Street Cutting.
